Georgia Radio 
Stations Seek 
Anti-Libel Law 


CARROLLTON, June 28—(/)— 
The Georgia Association of Broad- 
casters agreed Saturday to seek 
legislation in the next General As- 
sembly exempting radio stations 
in Georgia from libel action aris- 
ing from political or other contro- 
versial broadcasts.

The amendments to the Federal 
corrupt practices code written into 
the new law forbid all “expendi- 
tures” as well as contributions 
made by unions in connection 
with Presidential and Congression- 
al primaries, caucuses, conventions 
and general électioons. 


Previously only campaign con- 
tributions were barred and these 
only for the general -elections. 
Banks and corporations are under 
the same limitations. 
EXPENDITURES BARRED 
7 Under the “expenditures” phras- 
ing, a union may not buy advertis- 
ing space for a candidate. pay for 
radio time, or use union funds to 
print a paper which espouses one 
candidate or attacks another. 


The AFL says it interprets the’ 


section to mean that it cannot send 
information to local unions on the 
voting records of Congressional] 
candidates, a long-time practice: 
and that The Federationist, a 
monthly which is sold on news 
stands and is supported by AFL’s 
per capita tax, may not indulge 
in political comment. 


In Senate debate, Taft said the 
ban would not apply to those la- 
bor papers which are wholly sup- 
ported by subscriptions and adver- 
tising, rather than by the union’s 
own funds. 

He declared also that CIO. 
PAC was not endangered as long 
as it carried on its political work 
with contributions from individual] 
unionists, rather than with block 
contributions from union treas- 
uries. 

Union leaders reply that the act 
is “loosely worded” and does not 
specifically state such exemptions.

HEN the end came recently for His Maj- 

esty George II, King of Greece, it 

solved the preatest problem that had 
ever confronted that monarch, but it left: a 
question that wi!l never be answered: Would King 
George have emulated. King Edward VIII of Eng- 
land and have given up his crown for “the woman 
I love’? 

Only the King himself knew. 
will never know. 

The woman in the case, who might supply the 
answer to the question, maintains silence. She 
played a dignified and heroic role all through. 

she is Mrs. Joyce Brittain-Jones, former wife 
of an officer in the Black Watch Regiment. 

In her middle 40s, Mrs. Brittain-Jones is a tall, 
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attractive Englishwoman with a passion tor ob 
scurity, who favors tweeds rather than silks and 
Satins. She has a daughter, Pauline, 19. 

King George met Mrs. Brittain-Jones in India, 
where her husband was aide to Lord Willingdon, 
then Viceroy, in 1935--the same year that saw 
(;eorge recalled from the exile into which he was 
forced 11 years before by the government of 
General C,onotas. 

In the July of that year, George's wife, Queen 
Elizabeth, daughter of King Ferdinand gnd Queen 
Marie of Roumania, had divorced him in Bucha 
rest The following year, Mrs. Brittain-Jones 
divorced her husband in England. 

During the 12 years since the India meeting, 
the names of the Englishwoman and the King of 
Greece were coupled in “inner circle” gossip about 
the courts and chancelleries of Europe. Few 
outside of these select coteries suspected romance. 

Mrs. Brittain-Jones divided her time between 
her daughter in England and George in Greece. 
Mrs. Brittain-Jones was immensely popular with 
the King’s relatives. According to authentic ac- 
counts, she was accepted as one of the family. 
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Those who knew George believed that she brought 
him the only happiness he had known. 

When in England, Mrs. Brittain-Jones lived an 
unostentatious life. Although her friendship with 
the Greek King was an open secret in English 
court circles, she was welcomed in the top-ranking 
sociéty drawing rooms. ‘The Duchess of Kent, 
(;eorge’s cousin, still is one of her closest friends. 

Mrs. Brittain-Jones was with the King in 
Athens when the Germans swarmed into Greece 
in the dark days of 1941. 

She remained with him until he was com- 
pelled to flee. She was at his side, a Shadowy 
figure, on the perilous flight to Crete, where the 
couple barely escaped capture by parachutists 
when Hitler's airborne army descended on that 


isle. On another occasion the fleeing Kine and 
his companion were fired on by Allied troops who 
ae eee were Nazis in Greek uniform 
ually they were snatched from Crete by 
a British destroyer and ran the gantlet of Stuka 
@ivebombers to Cairo, Egypt, and safety. 

Shortly after that flight, Mrs. Brittain-Jones 
returned to London and took work in an arms 
plant. And in due course, George followed 
and set up residence at Claridge’s Hote 

The King sometimes visited the English 
woman's suburban home, and frequently they were 
fellow guests in the homes of the British nobility. 

Those war years of exile told heavily on 
George. More and more he sought the company 
and comfort of the unselfish woman who had 
now become such an integral part of his life that 
he considered formal! surrender of his roval rights 
and marriage with her. That he did not do so 
is attributed to the influence of Mrs. Brittain 
Jones, who always piaced his welfare before hers 

Once a report was widely circulated that the 
Greek King and the Englishwoman had been 
married in a secret ceremony at a London revistry 
office. This was flatly denied by a Greek court 
spokesman. 

When King George visited the United States 
in 1943, Mrs. Brittain-Jones accompanied him 
But so well did she use her gift for blending into 
backgrounds that she wasn’t noticed. She seems 
to have a personality endowed with a protective 
coloration that is a drug to curiosity. 

A crisis in the association was reached when 
George was recalled to the throne by the plebiscite 
of last fall. 

Wisps of mist drifted down the Thames as his 
limousine bore him out of London. The suburbs 
were deep in fog. In even the beginning of this 
departure, he knew, he was plunging from a way 
of life back to another, with no return. 

At the airport, in the early morning gravness, 
one last reminder ot earlier days abrupt!y- con.

The exiled monarch was less than enthusiastic 
about resuming his Kingship. Insiders gave credit 
to Mrs. Brittain-Jones for his final decision to 
return to Athens. It was said that he consented 
to take the throne only on condition that the 
Englishwoman would follow him to Greece. 

It may never be made public why this condition 
was not carried out. It is Known that George 
begged her to come. But, whatever the cause, 
Mrs. Brittain-Jones never again saw him. He 
died on April-1st. Had he not, there might have 
been another “woman I love” abdication.

Positive 
results could not be promised, but without the 
operation she might become a cripple doomed to 
a wheelchair for the rest of her life. 

Karl Todd, Thelma’s father, begged her not to 
take.the chance. She hesitated not at all. “I knew 
that this was the turning point of my life,” she 
said. “I could either turn back or go ahead. And 
how I wanted to go ahead!” 

Dr. L. D. Smith, orthopedic surgeon who per. 
formed the operation, said: 

“The hip socket on one side was shallow. It 
had no shelf The femur-the large bone from 
knee to hip glided up and down. We had to 
deepen the socket and turn over the shelf and 
then ankylose with bone grafts taken from the 
brim of the pelvis.” 

Suffering from post-operative shock, Thelma 
needed transfusions, but the right type of blood 
was not immediately available. _The_ situation 
became desperate. 

Then it was discovered that her cousin, Herbert 
Jochims, had the right type. He gave a pint and 
a half of blood in one night. Word of the girl's 
plight had gotten around Milwaukee police men 
and firemen helped. Thelma rallied 

For two years she lay bound up in a cast.

‘| discarded my crutches and got an office job 
until the season started up again,” she Said. “I'd 
saved $150. I had eards printed advertising ‘Mil 
waukees first fur finishing service. The re. 
sponse was terrific. 

“IT rented a small basement shop and called 
back my two helpers. Soon I had seven girls 
working for me.” 

Many a night Thelma sat alone under a vreen 
Shaded lamp until midnight, finishing a_ coat 
promised for eight o’clock in the morning. She 
took in wholesale work to supplement her retail 
business and as the retail trade grew she aban 
doned the wholesale. Now her work is al! retail.

Frigments of her past came up 
occasionally to plague her, but failed 
to jog her memory someone men 
tioned Breslau in a conversation and 
Henrietta suddenly seemed to freeze. 

“Breslau,” she said. “Breslau 
I remember a bombing ... Every

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Munich airport and threw her arms 
around her. “I am so glad to see you 
alive,” She said in a Balkan patois 
‘Don't you remember me at Ausch 
witz?”

HEN Alfred Lunt ang Lynn Fontanne 
appeared in “There Shall Be No Night” 
(their 18th play together; they're now 
on their 20th), he commented: “It’s the first time 
in years that we've been respectably married.” 

As a matter of faet, they’ve been respectabiy, 
and happily, married 25 years this theatrical sea 
son. That’s'an accomplishment to match the vast 
armful of afternoon and evening glories that will 
sparkle in their anniversary beuquet. 

“She is the only woman I know whom 29 
pounds of flesh turned into a heauty,” wrote Lynn 
Fontanne’s once stout friend, the late Laurette 
Taylor. 

When Alfred and Lynn were married on May 
26, 1922, he agreed that she should keep her well- 
won name and not follow the example of Eng.- 
land’s Margaret Robertson who, upon wedding 
with a notable actor, became 50 per cent of the 
histrionic firm of Mr. and Mrs. Kendal. Yes, it 
was all right to keep on being Lynn Fontanne. 
But not, most positively not, LEAN Fontanne 

Not to fuss tinding better words for it than 
Kipling’s “rag and a bene and a hank of hair,” 
Miss Fontanne was skinny. That’s what she calls 
it. “Mr. Lunt says she was undernourished, and 
that he remedied that by putting on an apron and 
going out into the kitchen and.cooking the savory 
morsels which would tempt her to eat and gain. 

In God's good time Mr. Lunt became skillful 
with a chef’s spoon and his bride a young woman 
whose beauty was questioned only by herself. 

She was not Mrs-r Lunt the first time I leoked 
into her cool brown eyes off-stage, noting that 
her well-drawn nose and chin were held high and 
that this trig, smart, lean little English girl was 
as crisp as lettuce ought to be. 

“I’m not a very good looking girl,” she was 
presently telling me. “But I[ am rather pictur- 
esque in a gauche and angular way. With lots of 
frouble, with infinite care in the choice of clothes, 
I contrive to look smart.” 

Really, [’m not the man who should be writing 
about the [Lunts-—I’ve known them too long and 
too well. But speaking of Mrs. Lunt’s infinite 
care in looking smart reminds me of a compara- 
tively recent visit to “Ten Chimneys,” the Lunt 
farm at (;enesee Depot, Wis., where I was .moved 
to remark that no place but London could have 
turned out the inerrantly cut tailor-made in which 
Mrs. Lunt was this day turned out. 

She smiled and revealed a secret. “These tweed 
ready-mades I picked up at a shop in our neigh- 
boring little town of Waukesha.” I said something 
about fine birds making their own fine feathers, 
and it didn’t seen any brighter than it does now. 

[I don’t think Lunt gets his clothes in Wau- 
kesha— not that he couldn't if they had the right 
drape and material for his lengthy legs, concave 
midriff and convex wishbone. The only home 
rrown wear I've ever.seen on this undownably 
handsome gentleman are the high-waisted, short- 
ankled sky-blue pants he wears around the Lunt 
farm Alfred wore tinted trousers long before 
Technicolor slacks hit Hollywood. He enjoyed 
them more than his mother did—if I am to be- 
lieve the following in one of his letters: 

“Nor must I forget to tell you, my dear Ash- 
ton, that my mother has a very funny description 
of the way I dress in the country. She says [ 
always look as though I had just escaped from a 
burning house.” 

But none but a master tailor can rig him right 
for stage or drawing room or a sn@ak peek at a 
burlesque show or its reasonable facsimile, just 
as none but a virtuoso of the needle can build the 
grand gowns in which Lynn is sheathed wken the 
Lunts go to town.

HE institution of the family is_ seriously 

threatened in the United States by 49 dif- 

ferent and conflicting laws on the subject 
of marriage and divorce. 

A man and woman living together in a com- 
munity may be law-abiding citizens in that com- 
munity; their children are entitled to the rights 
and privileges of the legally born. 

But if the family moves even a few miles and 
crosses a state border into another community, 
the man may become a bigamist, and the children 
may neither bear their father’s name nor inherit 
his property. 

This is not a fanciful statement. There are 
thousands of cases where this, or something anal- 
ogous to this, actually has occurred. Of course, 
intelligent people are not going to brand this man 
a bigamist. But that is exactly what his legal 
Status IS. 

The more notorious cases make headlines in 
the nation’s press. Laraine Day, the motion pic. 
ture actress, had her name emblazoned from coast 
to coast a few weeks ago when she married Leo 
IDburocher, of the Brooklyn Dodgers, in Texas 
the day after she received a restricted divorce in 
(‘alifornia 

Kathleen Winsor, author of “Forever Amber, 
found herself flirting with bigamy in Hollywood 
last November as the result of her Mexican di- 
vorce and subsequent marriage to the five-times- 
wed bandleader, Artie Shaw. 

Doris Duke, once known as the “richest gir] 
in the world,” made the discovery that her Reno 
divorce from James H. R. Cromwell, former U.S. 
Minister to Canada, was worthless in New Jersey. 

But ft is the unpublicized marital difficulties 
of Mary Smith and Johnny Jones which are 
more apt to break hearts and ruin lives. The 
wholesale tragedy is a matter of record.

As long as he stays out of the 
jurisdiction of New York, his first wife has no 
redress whatsoever. 

Often a state court will direct a divorced 
parent to make proper provision for the support 
of his dependent children. But once the parent 
leaves the state in which the order was issued, his 
legal obligation toward the children ends. The 
court cannot punish him. Little boys and girls, 
neediessly orphaned in this manner, fill many an 
institution. 


am WCIE’TY attempting to live under these 49 con- 

tradictory codes can only make the best of the 
Situation by ignoring the crazy patchwork of 
legal impossibilities which the nation has tried to 
quilt into one piece. This was acknowledged two 
years ago by the United States Supreme Court 
in the famous case of Williams and Hendrix vs. 
North Carolina.

when he fell in love with Mrs. Lillie Shaver Hen- 
drix, a neighbor wed almost as long. The couple 
went to Reno, divorced their respective mates 
after the customary six weeks’ residence, and 
immediately married each other. Then they went 
back to North Carolina, expecting to live happily 
thereafter. 


.s WAS a false hope. The first Mrs. Williams 

promptly had the couple arrested. A North Caro- 
lina court. convicted them of bigamy and sent 
them to jall. The judge ruled that although both 
parties had met all the requirements of Nevada's

diverce laws, they had not established bona fide 
residences in Nevada and were, therefore, subject 
to the laws of North Carolina, where divorce 
regulations are stricter. 

Williams carried the case to the United States 
Supreme Court, which ruled against him and 
Stated, in effect, that each state may determine 
for itself whether it will accept or reject the 
divorce procedures of another state. Hence, if 
North Carolina did not choose to recognize the 
validity of a Nevada divorce, the ““Nevada-made” 
Williamses were bigamists. 


NDER our Constitution there are two ways to 

remedy this chaotic situation. We can strive to 
persuade the 48 states and Congress, acting for 
the District of Columbia, to enact unjform laws 
on marriage and divorce. 

eOr we can amend the Constitution to permit 
Congress to pass national laws on these vital 
subjects. 

With some states mixing divorce and tourist 
trade and other states operating marrtage mills 
in connection with their scenic attractions, the 
first course seems plainly impossible of accom- 
plishment. 

As a veteran member of the United States Sen- 
ate I am well aware of the objections which can 
be raised against Federal statutes governing 
human relations. They are real. They are serious. 

But the danger to our social structure from 
the growing destruction of the family is just as 
serious, just as real, and in my judgment even 
more certain. 

Wherefore, I have offered this resolution 

“The Congress shall have the power to make 
laws, Which shall be uniform throughout the 
United States, on marriage and divorce, the legiti- 
mation of children, and the care and custody of 
children affected by annulment ef marriage or 
by divorce.” 


ELIEVING as I do that major changes in our 

national program should come by amendments 
to the Constitution, and not by simple enactment 
of laws, I am pressing vigorously for the adop 
tion of the resolution. 

In the further hope that the Constitutional 
amendment will be adopted by a two-thirds vote 
in Congress and ratified by three-fourths of the 
states, I have drafted a bill, Known in the present 
Congress as Senate 198, which gives the country 
uniform marriage and divorce laws 


I propose these marriage requirements: 


1. Minimum age of 18 for men and 16 
years for women. 


2. A notice of two weeks. 


3. Clearly specified mental and physi- 
cal requirements. 


4. No proxy marriages. 

For divorce the following grounds would be 
recognized: 

1. Unfaithfulness. 

2. Cruel and inhuman treatment. 


3. Abandonment or failure to provide 
for one year or more. 


4. Habitual drunkenness. 
5. Incurable insanity. 
6. Conviction of an infamous crime. 


Congress has specific powers to legislate upon 
commerce between the states, to pass naturaliza- 
tion laws and to enact bankruptcy statutes 


g IS certainly as much of national concern 
that the status of a citizen as a parent or as a 
child shall be uniform over the entire United 
States as that the naturalization laws shall 
conform. 

The movement of families across state lines. 
with their. property and their civil rights, is as 
much a matter of national concern and legisla 
tion as the transportation of goods in interstate 
commerce. 

Financial bankruptcy of an individual! is not 
more important —not even as important -as the 
bankruptcy of the home and family as an Ameri- 
can institution. 

Self-preservation from a national viewpoint 
justifies the extension of the law-making power 
of Congress to include marriage and divorce and 
to substitute order for chaos.

To help contro! the scandalous national menace 
of fire, chemists, inventors and engineers have 
been developing new fire-resistant materials and 
other devices. 

In one sense it is hopeless to try to make 
anything totally fire resistant. There is no known 
limit to high temperature, and when the tempera 
ture rises sufficiently everything melts § and 
evaporates. But from the viewpoint of practical 
measures of fire protection, a very important dis 
tinction has to be made between ordinarily com 
bustible and non-combustible or hard-to-burn 
materials. 


W/oop has been made flame-retardent by being 

tmpregnated with chromated zinc chleride 
and other chemicals. It is thus treated by Pro 
texol Corporation of Kenilworth, N. J., and other 
industrial organizations. - 

If the floor, doors and panels are made of fire 
retardent lumber, fire can be prevented from 
reaching strategically important parts of the 
house. The children’s nursery and bedroom, the 
closets containing clothes and places where valu 
able materials are stored can be greatly protected 
from a fire.which might get started in attic, 
basement, kitchen or some other room. 

Fire-retardent paints and lacquers have been 
developed The Monsanto Chemical Company’s 
central research laboratories, at Dayton, O., have 
been experimenting with flame-checking materials 
for fabrics, paints and lacquers. Their lacque: 
is flame-retard@nt, and is now widely used on the 
contro! surfaces of airplane wings It can be

Generally speaking, glossy paints—-which con 
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tain more solvents—are more combustible than 
the flat paints. In a paint some inert, nom'pig- 
ment material is added merely to increase its 
bulk, and it’s Known as the “filler.” 

The term “filler” also means a sort of varnish 
which is used on woodwork to fill up its grooves 
and pores. Whether or not a filler is combustible 
or fire-retarding can make a good deal of différ- 
ence in fire control. But the development of 
flame-retardent paints is much more complicated, 
and it is progressing gradually. 


S A result of Boston’s Cocoanut Grove Club 
fire, certain types of Imitation leather used to 

upholster furniture are being investigated to deter- 
mine whether or not they are dangerously in- 
flammable material, which’ produce highly 
poisonous gases. 

Fireproof fabrics of asbestos and glass fiber 
are now being made. A combined asbestos-glass 
fabric has been especially developed by the United 
States Rubber Company. 

The material can be used for making all sorts 
of covers, drapes, curtains and even “fire-resist- 
ing’ clothing. Experts of the Keasbey and Matti- 
son Company, Ambler, Penn., which has developed 
many types of asbestos, cotton, rayon and silk 
combination fabrics, say that pure asbestos can 
withstand temperatures of 800 to 900 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Glass: fiber is even more flame-re- 
tarding. 

By soaking ordinary cotton, silk or rayon stuffs 
into solutions of such chemicals as Du Pont’s 
Ammonium Sulfamate and Fire Retardents “CM” 
and “T,” these fabrics can be made fire-retardent. 
The chemicals, however, are non-washable, and 
can withstand dry cleaning up to a limit. 

Attempts are now being made to develop 
durable, that is washdble flame-retardent, chemi- 
cals for cloth and knitted goods. The Ellicott 
Laboratories, Lawrenceville, N. J., have a product, 
“Elicote-F.39,"” which is now being used by manu- 
facturers of fabrics. It is claimed to be a durable 
fire-retardent. 


HE most important measure of fire prevention 

is the construction of the buildings, so that 
there are no open stairways, elevator shafts and 
other vertical pathways for swift air currents to 
suck the flaming gases up. Open stairways should 
be particularly enclosed. There should be enough 
fire escape exits, and fire extinguishers. 

Frasy-to-operate extinguishers, such as Walter 
Kidde’s which shoots carbon dioxide, and new gas 
masks, several kinds of which have been developed 
by the Mine Safety Appliances’ Laboratories, 
Pittsburgh, are now available. To enable people 
to escape from houses and other buildings, ladders 
and tapes have been invented. 

The Superior Fire Equipment Corporation 
of New York has made meta! ladders that can 
be stored in a metal container and easily 
installed in an emergency. This type of 
ladder is available in 10 to 50 feet lengths. 

In Petroity Irvin Bassett has invented a 
steel tape mechanism for escaping from high 
buildings. The tape, steadily released by an 
automatically regulated device, can be worn 
around the body for descent from a high win- 
dow-and can eustain a weight of more than 
2,000 pounds. It is called the “safety-scape.” 

Equatiy as important as any fire retard- 
ents and protective and escape devices are the 
curbing of careless habits of smoking in bed, 
‘throwing around burning matches, cigarettes, 
ashes and the elimination of fire» hazards 
from defective electrical connections, and the 
storing up of gasoline, oil soaked rags and 
other combusStible materials where they might 
burn. 

An excellent servant, fire is a _ terrible 
master! 

It is strange that fire continues to be such a 
hazard. although man has used it for 1,000,000 
years, and has developed imdustry through its 
use in the past 6,000 years.

Withm a few months of the wedding, Heath 
was transferred to the RAF in Britain, leaving 
behind him—-im addition to a bride who was ‘soon 
to become a mather-——a collection of dishonored 
checks and a cehection of disillustoaned women. 


RESENTLY he and his crew had to bale out of 

their flak-hit bomber, with the result that 
Heath was grounded by alr force doctors and re- 
turned to South Africa 

Again history repeated itself. For the third 
time, he was court-martialed and dismissed. His 
wife, who had paid fines and debts to save him 
from going to jail, petitioned for a divoree, and m 
January, 1946, he was escorted aboard the 8. S. 
Samaria and returned to England 

Again he lapsed into his old ways, sponging 
on his needy family and on innumerable women, 


posing always as a ro bursting with adventur- 
ous stories, frequently wearing the insignia of a 
major or a lleutenant-colonel, as well as far more 
ribbons than he ranked. Meanwhile, he drank 
almost constantly. 

This was the man about whom this family in 
Worthing knew so little. This was the man in 
whose hotel room Margery Gardner had been 
murdered. This was the ardent but gentle swain 
who had said he wouid “go Into town and clear 
this up,” but who did not go.

On July 5, the police of England were looking 
everywhere for Neville George Clevely Heath, 
suspected in the Pembridge Court Hotel murder. 
His picture—.a poor one -had been sent to all 
stations, but the police had asked newspapers not 
to publish it, fearing that its reproduction all over 
the country “might tnvalidate an identification 
parade.” (In view of what happened, this could 
be described as a fata! precaution.)

pHs person was Miss Doreen Marshall, 21, an 
ex-WREN, who had been spending her terminal

The officer assigned to the case, 31-year-old 
Detective George Suter, soon found out that Miss 
Marshall had left her hote! to attend dinner at the 
Tollard Royal Hotel as the guest of one “Group 
Captain Rupert Brooke.” 

Suter became curious when he learned that the 
girl had left more than enough money at her hotel 
to cover her bill. and had not been dressed suit- 
ably, being in evening clothes, for a journey. 
These two circumstances seemed to rule out any 
theory that she'd skipped tewn to evade payment 
of her bill. 
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At the Tollard Royal, the manager informed 
Suter that Captain Brooke, whom he described as 
“a good RAF type,” had been a guest at the hotel 
for 10 days, doing nothing much but idling abeut 
in sports clothes and dark sun lasses. 

Giving his address as ‘hurlestone airdrome, 
Leicester, Brooke had teld the hotel manager that 
he had just been demobilized from the air force 
and was employed as chief test “pilot for an alr- 
craft company. He had a plane at Hurn airport 
near by, he said, having been compelled to land 
there because of’ unfavorable weather. He had 
told the. hotel man he expected to sell the plane 
to a Dorset ftarmer.

While Suter kept Brooke occupied, a car was 
racing at top speed from London to Bournemouth. 
Its passengers: Divisional Detective-Inspector 
Reginald Spooner and Detective-Inspector Shelley 
Symes, the Scotland Yard men in charge of the 
investigation of the Pembridge Court murder. 

On their arrival in Bournemouth, the Yard 
officers visited the Tollard Royal and examined 
the suspect's room, particularly his sports coat. 
The coat contained two articles that immediately 
engaged their attention: a pear! and a cloakroom 
check. 

The pearl, it developed, had been part of a 
necklace the missing. Doreen Marshall had been 
wearing the night she disappeared, 

The cloakroom check was for a suitcase which 
was recovered in London and found to contain 
the riding crop reterred to nm Heath’s letter as 
“the instrument” with which Margery Gardner 
had been killed 

Confronted with all this evidence, Brooke ad- 
mitted he was Heath but denied that he killed 
Mrs. Gardner. 

Doreen Marshall’s body was found on July 8 
in a densely wooded shore-side ravine a mile and 
a half from the Tollard Royal Hotel. Death had 
been caused by a deep gash in her throat. 


OR reasons that will never be known, Yvonne 
Symonds, the trusting young girl who thought 
Heath .intended to marry her, was spared a fate 
similar to that of Doreen Marshal] and Margery 
Gardner. 
Yvonne re-entered the picture on Sept. 24 when 
she was a star prosecution witness at Heath's trial. 
Her testimony clinched the case, for «in his 
remarks to her about the Gardner killing he had 
eonfided details which could have been known 
only to the murderer. 
Neville Heath, the man who talked too much, 
was hanged In Pentonville prison shorthy after 
9 a. m., O¢t. 16, 1946.

No one was to compare 
notes. Thus, Taylor finds not onlv 
what the boy thinks of himself, but 
what others think of the bey. 

\’pon receipt of these completed 
surveys, Taylor entered his conclu- 
sions on.a master sheet or case his- 
tory ecard. He immediately eliminated 
all but four. To make his final deci- 
sion, he went to the school to inter- 
view them. They all got scholarships. 

The prep schools that- make the 
cholarships available to Taylor ae- 
cept the honored student on the 
merits of his case history without 
competitive entrance exams. Typieal 
of the calibre of the Danbury grade 
school youths is the boy who won his 
scholatship award for being outstand- 
ing in all characteristics, as well as 
being captain of three sports. He 
is now at Yale. 

Taylor’s idea that a better method 
was needed for guiding and training 
bovs in a career originated in 1905. 
A psychology graduate of the Uni 
versity of Pennsylvania, his native 
state, Taylor became interested in 
the case history of a 14-year-old boy 
who showed amazing coolness and 
courage during a train wreck. 

Upon investigating his back 
ground and discovering the boy was 
outstanding in science and mathe. 
mathics, and his main hobby was

Q. every time, Taylor 
contends. He cites the instance of a 
boy whose case history showed he 
had marked ability although his I. G 
was only 100. ‘Taylor gave him 
scholarship. 

It was hard plugging for the firs 
year, but the boy cultivated the work 
habit and in the second year led his 
classes in all subjects 

In studying the case histories of 
2900 high school boys, Taylor found 
that only 18 per cent had the aptitud: 
to do their desired vocation. ‘This :s 
the greatest cause of all vocationza 
misfits, Taylor believes. It's one 
reason he feels vocational guidan« 
in high schools should be a must. 

0b and Bill were 16-year-old high 
school seniors. They were good stu- 
dents, close friends and wanted to be 
doctors. Their parents and teachers 
approved. Taylor was consulted. 

“Emphatically, no,” he said. “Bob 
should not be a doctor, but Bill 
should.” 

Their case histories showed that 
Bob got excited under stress. didn't 
have proper self-control and wasn't 
skillful with his hands; whereas, 
Bill's disposition was calm and un.- 
excitable. He was dexterous and neat.
